PREPARING THE SURFACE 





Be sure it’sclean. Wash glossy surfaces 
with a good cleaner. Let dry. Wipe off 
dust from wallpaper. Use Super Kem- 
Tone to paste down loose wallpaper 
edges. Repair cracks with Kem ®@ Plastic 
Patch. 


Fill holes in wall with Kem Plastic Patch. 
Smooth off chipped paint and marred 
areas with sandpaper. Remember, 
paint won’t hide holes or other surface 
imperfections—it may, in fact, empha- 
size them. 


Previously painted glossy surfaces 
should be lightly sanded to remove 
gloss. Wipe off with a cloth to remove 
dust. Then you are sure of a really 
tight bond between the old surface 
and the new enamel.

ENAMELING CABINETS & WOODWORK 






PAINTING WALLS AND CEILING 
en : 


First, paint a narrow strip as far as you 
can reach at corners and woodwork 
with a Sherwin-Williams trim brush. 
Then, complete the painting with a 
Sherwin-Williams Roller-Koater® or 
Wall Brush.

Now you're ready to ‘‘roll.’’ 





Always start in a corner. Roll or brush 
ceiling the short way of the room. Walls 
from top to bottom. Roll three strips 
as far as you can reach, each slightly 
over-lapping. Smooth out by lightly 
cross-rolling. 





Start Roller-Koater in shatlow end of 
tray. Roll it back and forth into tray.

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Enamel toward the edges of the surface. 
When two or three feet of surface have 
been enameled, cross-brush lightly... 
then level! off lengthwise. This assures 
a uniform coat of enamel... free of 
“sags.” 





Wipe up spatters as you go along. For 
Kem-Glo, use a cloth moistened with 
turpentine or Sherwin-Williams Exo!- 
vent®. For Super Kem-Tone, use a 
cloth dampened with water. 





Clean Kem-Glo painting tools in Kem 
Paint Brush and Roller Cleaner and 
then rinse in cool water. Clean Super 
Kem-Tone Brush, Roller-Koater and 
Tray with warm, soapy water. Rinse in 
cool water. 





Provide proper ventilation. Weather 
permitting, raise windows to hasten 
drying and air out the room. Room 
temperature should be 60 to 70 
degrees. 





Baseboards—brush on enamel length- 
wise of the baseboard, starting at the 
bottom. Use a 2%" brush. 





Flush Doors—start at top and enamel 
a strip eighteen inches deep, the 
width of the door, brushing vertically. 
Next, cross-brush lightly without re- 
filling brush. Continue this procedure 
until one side of door is completed. 
Then do other side and edges last. 


Remove all hardware from walls and 
woodwork, such as picture hangers, 
light switch plates, and door hardware. 
Don’t forget to loosen ceiling fixture 





Stir paint thoroughly. Use a flat piece 
of wood at least an inch wide. 

Have enough of the color desired to 
do the entire job. If you see you are 
going to run short of paint, finish off 
the job to a corner, obtain additional 
paint, and after mixing with the re- 
maining color, complete your job. 





Panel Doors—use 2%" trim brush. 
Enamel moulding of panel, then the 
panel. Finish all the panels. Next, 
paint the horizontal rails, starting at 
the top, then the vertical stiles. The 
door edges come last. | 












Cover all furniture and rugs with drop 
cloths or newspapers. 

Before you start to paint, take down 
curtains and drapes. 





Windows—Use sash brush. Do narrow 
pane dividers first, followed by the 
wider crossrails and vertical stiles. Do 
the casing, sash and trim last. Move 
sash before completely dry, to pre- 
vent sticking. 





Furniture, Chairs—and similar items 
should be carefully washed and then 
wiped with cloth dampened in S-W 
Exolvent or turpentine to remove all 
wax and grease. Turn upside down 
and finish under areas first. Turn up- 
right and finish chair from bottom up. 
If chair has a separate seat on it, take 
off before enameling.

1. Many people who are uninformed believe that the 
selection of the “right” brand of house paint is unim- 
portant. To them “‘paint is paint”’ just the same as “‘salt 
is salt’? and “‘sugar is sugar.”’ This is not so. 


2. People who are uninformed do not realize that $5.00, 
$6.00 or even $20.00 ‘‘saved’’ on lower priced house 
paint for their home can result in hundreds of dollars 
loss in needless repainting expense. 


3. It costs just as much (if not more) to apply a lower 
grade house paint than the world’s top quality. 


4. Theway to save the greatest amount of money when 
painting your home is to buy (or specify) the house 
paint that will last the longest possible time. Fortu- 
nately for you, there is such a paint. 


5. The house paint that Jasts the longest possible time is 
also always the one that looks the best for the longest 
possible time. 


TEST OF YEARS REVEALS THE TRUTH 
ABOUT HOUSE PAINTING 


Since you are desirous of saving money when painting your 
home, (and who isn’t?) there are certain truths you should bear 
in mind at all times. 

First, remember that the average thickness of one coat of 
house paint is 2/1000ths of an inch. 
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It is this membrane of minute thickness that you are 
depending upon to protect the exterior surface of your 
home against warping and decay under extreme con- 
ditions of sun-heat, driving rain and freezing. Just 
“any kind” of house paint will not suffice. The finest 
that science can produce is none too good. 

We live in an age of chemistry. The truly modern 
house paint of today is a chemically compounded 
formulation—not the pail and paddle mix of our 
grandfather’s time. This is the reason why the top 
quality house paint of today out-performs any house 
paint hitherto known.

The findings of Sherwin-Williams House Paint Tech- 
nicians is that many brands of so-called ‘“‘quality”’ 
house paints start to break down after two years of ex- 
posure. After three years of exposure, most of these 
brands no longer are serving the important function of 
protecting the surface, due to film disintegration. 

In most instances, these paints are no longer effective 
and are unattractive in appearance as well. Simultan- 
eous examination of SWP House Paint applied on the 
same panels has confirmed the integrity of film condi- 
tions and attractiveness of appearance. Five to six years 
of service is considered normal performance for beauty 
and protection when SWP House Paint is applied in 
accordance with standard directions. 

So, the ‘“‘arithmetic”’ of house painting economy be- 
comes rather simple in terms of “‘cost per year” on the 
exterior painting of your home. 


APPLYING THE PAINT YOURSELF 


If you plan to buy and apply the house paint on your 
home yourself, use this test: 
1. Estimate the total gallons of house paint required. 
2. Multiply the price you have to pay for SWP per 
gallon by the number of gallons. ‘Then divide this figure 
by 5. This will give you the average cost per year of the 
paint over a five year period. 
3. Follow this same procedure in determining the cost 
per year of the competitive paint you might be consid- 
ering. The only safe “rule of thumb” procedure is to 
divide the total cost of this, competitive paint by 3 in 
order to determine the probable cost per year of the 
service to be expected from that particular brand. 
You will find, of course, that from the standpoint of 
money-saving, this calculation will definitely prove the 
economy of selecting and using SWP House Paint. So, 
quite naturally, your reaction could be, ‘‘Whoa!

CONTRACTING WITH A PAINTER 


The same element of economy becomes even more ap- 
parent dollar-wise if you plan to contract with a painter 
to paint the exterior of your home. 

Bear in mind that the painting contractor is in busi- 
ness for a livelihood. His experience and his skill are 
reassuring to any homeowner. Employing his pro- 
fessional services inevitably results in getting the job 
completed faster and many people are more than glad 
to pay for these factors of convenience and confidence. 

There are more painting contractors who regularly 
prefer to use SWP House Paint than any other single 
competitive brand. But there are also some painters 
who use and recommend brands of house paint other 
than SWP. 

Let it be said on behalf of these craftsmen that they 
generally are most sincere in their beliefs of the su- 
periority of the brand they endorse. But you should re- 
mind yourself that there is a wide difference between 
the chemical knowledge of a craftsman and the 
specialized knowledge of modern day paint research 
chemists. So play safe: insist that SWP House Paint be 
used on your home.

Mix paint thoroughly by pouring top 
liquids into another container. Stir re- 
mainder from the bottom with an up- 
ward motion. Pour back top liquids and 
mix thoroughly. Stir occasionally during 
painting. 





Door painting starts with the panel 
moldings, then the panel. Next the 
crossrails, from side to side. Then the 
stiles, top to bottom, followed by up- 
ward strokes to eliminate sags. Paint 
porch floor and steps last. 





Always start at the top. Work across 
that area in even horizontal strips, 
painting the eaves as you go.
